COST WOULD BE NEAR $500,000 


Representatives of the City Think 
That the Solution Has Been 
Found—Roads Want To 
Go Slow—Plans Sub- 
mitted. 


The Constitution presents this morning 


a view of the new union station plan 


which was received with greatest favor 
yesterday by the railway and city officials. 

The plans were prepared by Mr. Brad- 
ford L. Gilbert, of New York. To erect 
such a station would cost $450,000. 

Some progress was made during the day, 
and if the city authorities keep as hot on 
the trail as they were yesterday, the cor- 
ner stone will be laid by July 4th and the 
station wil be completed by Christmas. 

Mayor Woodward, Councilmen Frank 
“Rice, Thod Hammond, Ed Peters and City

Clayton went over to the state railroad 
commission and opposed any long delay. 

All the roads interested in the Atlanta 
situation were represented; the Western 
and Atlantic by Major J. W. Thomas, 
president of the lessee company; the Cen- 
tral by Mr. J. M. Egan, vice president; 
the Southern by Mr. F. 8S. Gannon, vice 
president; the Georgia by Mr. T. K. Scott, | 
general manager; the Atlanta and West 
Point by Mr. George C, Smith, president; 
the Seaboard Air-Line by Captain V. B&B. 
McBee, general superintendent. 

Mr. EB. T. Brown, special counsel for 
the Western and Atlantic, was also pres- 
ent. 

Among others present at the meeting 
were Mr. E. C. Spalding, vice president 
of the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern; 
Mr. J. W. Thomas, Jr., 
of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis; Major J. L. McCollum, superinten- 
dent of the Western and Atlantic; Mr. 
J. 8. B. Thompson, assistant general su- 
perintendent of the Southern; Mr. C. E. 
Harman, general passenger agent of the 
Western and Atlantic, and Mr. Carroll 
Payne, attorney for the Western and At- 
lantic. ¥ 

The railway Officers spent all the fore- 
noon examining plans and hearing from 
architects and engineers. There were plans 
encugh. 

The conference was held at the Kim- 
ball house. Mr. Grant Wilkins had plans 
for both elevated and depressed tracks. 
He did not give any estimate of the cost. 

Mr. Egan showed the plans of Messrs. 
Bruce & Morgan for a station at Forsyth 
and Alabama streets to cost at least $500,. 
000, with the iand included, and possibly 
much more, 

Mr. Henry McDaniel, formerly of Atlanta, 
now of Cincinnati, submitted plans for a 
station on the present site with elevated 
tracks, the work to cost $150,000, 

Gilbert’s Plans the Favorite. 

Of all the plans, Mr. Gilbert’s seemed 
to be the favorite, although the railway 
men were guarded in their expressions. 
He had figured out a steeper grade for 
the approach to the station than the offi- 
cials would accept, and that will have to 
be modified. They will not have a grade 
which excéeds 1 per cent. To get that 
grade, Whitehall street will have to be 
cut down five feet about the middle of the 
present crossing, and that will give White- 
hall @ grade of probably 7 per cent for 
vehicles, but the sidewalk would not be 
changed and the grade would not be much 
steeper tham it is now in the middle of 
the block. 


It is presumed that the property owners 
on Whitehall and Pryor streets will not 


like the increased grades, but it will be 
either that or nothing, with eventually 
_ some of the roads pulling out of the pres- 
‘ent ‘station and going elsewhere. 

That is, if the property owners on White- 
hall and Pryor object to the grade being 
changed on their streets and succeed in 
preventing the city and the roads from 
coming to an understanding, the commis- 
sion would simply have to order each road 
to build its own station, and then some of 
them would go to Alabama and Forsyth 
or elsewhere. _ 

Pryor street would not have to be 
changed very much.

Mr. Wil- 
kins did not give an estimate of the cost, 
while those of Bruce & “Morgan, which 
were for another site, would require an in- 


‘vestment of at least $600,000. 


Major Thomas was opposed to the grade 
of 1% per cent proposed by Mr. Gilbert. 
“That would put our tracks up in the air, 
and the grade would be so steep that it 
would be hard to get up, and if a train 
Stopped, it could not start.” :

Mayor Woodward wanted some definite 
Statement from the roads about what they 


‘would do if the city agreed to the changes 


which it had been said would be required 
in the grade of the streets. The roads 
could not make any definite promise. Ma- 
jor Thomas said that all he could do would 
be to indorse a plan and recommend it to 
his stockholders. Too much money was in- 
volved for him to say what his company 
would do. 

Finally it was agreed to have another 
hearing on March 20th, by which time the 
City may be in position to say what will 
be done about Whitehall and Pryor streets.

Thomasville, Ga., March 14.—(Speetal.)— 
The presidential party, consisting of Pres- 
ident McKinley and wife, Vice IresMent 
Hobart and wife and Master Hobart, Sena- 
tor Hanna and wife, Miss Ruth Hanna, 
Miss. Phelps, George B,. Cortelyou, as- 
Sistant secretary to the president; Dr. J. 
N. Rixey and B. 8S. Barius, one of the ex- 
ecutive clerks, arrived here at half-past 2 
o'clock today on a special train — from 
Washington. 

The trip from Washington was made 
without incident, no stops othet than those 
absolutely necessarv being made en route. 
The train consisted of five Fullmans and 
was magnificent in all its appointments. 
The president occupied the Iolanthe, Vice 
President Hobart and Horatio and Sena- 
tor Hanna the Clematis, The ‘other cars 
were the dining car Aberlin and the com- 
bination smoking and haggage car Cas- 
sius. 

The run from Washington was mude in 
less than twenty hours. 

In deference to the presidjeat’s wishes, 
who cothes here for rest and quiet, there 
was no demonstration of any kind, though 
of course a large crowd was at the depot, 
to meet the distinguished party. The 
mayor had ordered a detail of wnuiice to 
thé depot and the crowd was kept from 
crowding on the. platform. 

Meet at the Depot. 

The party was met by Senator Harra’s 
Mel Hanna: his nephew, ©. M. 
Chapin; his brother-in-law, J. Wyman 
Jones, Colonel S. G. McLendon, Mayor 
Hopkins and other friends. * 

Mr. Mel Hanna took charge of 
and Mrs. McKinley, placed them in his 
carriage and drove them to tae Hanna 
house on Dawson street.

Above some of the lat- 
ter, on porticos, were ladies and gentiemen 
who saluted the president and cheered as 
he passed. To these the president Lowed 
and smiled as he raiged his hat. [housands 
of people lined the streets and cheered. 

Mrs. McKinley Receives Children. 

This afternoon a committee of school 
children called on the president and Mrs. 
McKinley and presented them witn a large 
tray of violets having the word “Wel- 
come’’ in white blooms in the midst cf the 
purple pillow bordered with green. Mrs. 
McKinley entertained the children. They 
were the only callers during the day, no- 
tice having been given that the president 
is here for rest. 

This evening the presidential party en- 
joyed their cigars in the starlight on S: na- 
tor Hanna’s spacious front piazza. Fesi- 
dents of the place who met the pvesident 
four years ago here and saw him again 
today note that he is paler ani thinner 
now than then. 

A number of newspaper correspondents 
arrived also today, looking no doubt for 
developments of a political nature, but so 
far Senators Platt, Quay and other well- 
known politicians who were looked for at 
this place have not arrived. They may

Negotiations vi ‘Germany and 
France Are Active 


GERMANS SHOW FRIENDLINESS 


France Proposes To ive United States 
— {ts “Minimum” Tar, 


“BRITISH NEGOTIATIONS COLLAPSE 


The Scope of the Treaty Under Way 
with Germany Is Larger Than 
Ever Before and Will Be 
Thoroughly Satisfacto- 
ry, It Is Believed. 


Washington, March 14.—Negotiations for 
reciprocity treaties with Germany and 
France have been resumed, and there is 
still a prospect that a treaty may be ne- 
gotiated with Great Britain covering the 
British West Indies. 

’ hese several treaty negotiations were 

. Interrupted some months ago by the ser- 
vice Mr. Kasson, our reciprocity commis- 
gioner, was obliged-to give to the Canadian 
commissien. As this work is closed, Mr. 

Kasson is free to resume the negotiations 
with the other countries, and he has writ- 
ten to inform them that he is at liberty to 
proceed, 

In the case of France, Ambassador Cam- 
bon returns from Paris with the very 
earnest hope of carrying through a treaty 
under section 4 of the Dingley law. On the 
_ part of France, it is proposed to give to the 
United States its “‘minimum” tariff list. The 
French tariff has two rates, a maximum 
and a minimum. The difference averages 
about 25 per cent. ; 

Countries specially favored by France get 
the minimum rate, while those having no 
arrangement pay the maximum rate, 25 per 
cent higher. The effect of this is to place 
higher duties on American goods than on 
those of England, Germany, Russia and 
gome thirty-one countries with which 
France has made commercial arrangements. 

‘In the negotiations with Mr. Kasson this 
minimum rate is conceded, the only ques- 

.«tion being as to what the United States will 
grant in return. The law permits a %: 
per cent reduction of duty on designated , 
articles, but an arrangement ‘has not been 
reached as to what these articles shall be. 


French Want Liberality. 

The French contention is that the list 
should be liberal, as their minimum list 
covers therentire tariff list. They also con- 
tend that the average of French duty on 
American goods is about 14 per cent ad- 
valorem as against about 3 per cent Ameril- 
can duty on French goods. 

M. Cambon is awaiting some further sta- 
tistical infirmation from Paris, and it is 
-expected that Active negotiations will pro- 
eeed in about two weeks. The German ne- 
gotiations have been resumed on a rather 
broad acale. They began over @ year ago 
on a strict commercial basis and made no 
progress owing to Germany’s course in cer- 
tain other public matters. Recently, how-~ 
ever, Germany has given unmistakable evi- 
dence of good will. As a result, the officials 
have shown a disposition to Hsten with 
more attention to Germany’s desires on 
teciprocity, and the subject is being con- 
sidered in its broad general features. 

The scope of the negotiation is shown m 
the fact that Secretary Hay himself is 
carrying it forward, the detailed work on 
achedules not having been taken up as yet 
by. Mr. Kasson. Whether the negotiations 
will prove successful is too early to pre- 
dict, although both sides, particularly the 
‘Germans, express their hope that a treaty 
will result within the next three months. 

British Negotiatons Collapse. 

The British negotiations reached an ad- 
vanced stage and then collapsed entirely. 
They were managed by Sir Julian Paunce- 
'fote and Mr. Kasson, who together out-

’ The document was about ready to sign 
last summer, when the London authorities 
made a statement that they were consider- 
| ing the advisability of granting counter- 
vailing duties to the sugar producers of the 
British West Indies, after the American 
practice. This put off the reciprocity 
treaty, for-if the imperial government gave 
countervailing duties there Was not the 
same need of a reciprocity arrangement. 
But except for this statement the imperial 
government has done nothing on counter- 
vailing duties, and the West Indian colonies 
have received neither the benefit of the 
duties or of the reciprocity treaty. 

Tt has sufficed, however, to let the nego- 
tiations lapse; and no ° progress’ on the 
subject has been attempted of late. If Sir 
Julian goes to the disarmament congress at 
The Hague, in May, he is not likely to con- 
clude the-reciprecity negotiation before he 
goes, and after that the two years period 
for negotiating reciprocity treaties under 
the Dingley bill will have expired. 

Two Years for Treaties. 

The expiration of this period is urging 
all foreign countries to hasten their nego- 
tiations. The Dingley law provided that 
the president shall] have authority for two 
years for the date when the law became 
operative (July 24, 1897) to make reciproc- 
ity treaties, etc. This period expires July 
24th next, so that only three months remain 
to complete treaties under this law. It is 
said, however, that if they fail of comple- 
tion within that time it will not necessarily 
end all the negotiations; as the president 
still has the constitutional right, indepen- 
dent of this specific law to negotiate trea- 
ties by and with the consent of the sénate. 
If deemed advantageous, this constitutional 
authority will be exercised even after July 
24th next. : 

The negotiations with Peru have not 
proved successful, as that country was not 
willing to grant a reduction on the arti- 
cles which this government considered 
should be covered. These are practically 
all the negotiations, although there has 
been the initiative in other quarters. 


BODY NOT THAT OF VILLAMEL. 


Corpse Found in Chair Near Santiago 
Was That of a Seaman. 
Washington, March 14.—The gsécretary of 
the navy this afternoon received the fol- 

lowing telegram: 


“Portland, Oregon, March 14—Remains 
found in chair, about four miles west of 
Santiago, as reported in today’s papers, not 
those of Villamel, but of Spanish seaman. 
Report follow by mail. PROCTOR, 


“Assistant Engineer.” 

The officer from whom the above mes- 
sage was received was an engineer on 
board the Gloucester, which was the instru- 
ment that destroyed the ill-fated Pluton, 
on board of which Admiral Villamel started 
for Santiago. 

He was in charge of the landing party 
which went to the syccor of the Spanish 
sailors who managed to reach the shore 
from the sinking vessel and were being 
fired upon by the Cubans. 

While bringing this particular seaman 
down to the slidre to take him aboard the 
Gloucester he died and his remains were 
allowed to si@in the chair in which the 
body had been conveyed. 

Department officials believe that Villa- 
mel’s body lies at the bottom of the sea. 


NAMES OF DEAD ARE REPORTED. 


French Embassy Furnishes Particulars 
of Battle at Santiago to Spain. 

Washington, March 14.—The French em- 

bassy has reported to the Spanish govern- 


ment and to the members of Spanish fam- 


ilies all available particulars concerning’ 
the officers amd ‘men lost and taken pris- 
oners when Admiral Cervera’s fleet was 
destroyed. 

The embassy officials do not recall that 
Admiral Villamiil’s name was among those 
rescued, although claims have been made 
that he was received on board one of the 
American auxiliary craft and made pris- 
oner.

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steel arched trusses, with a clear span of 
130 feet and a height of fifty-four feet above 
tracks. ) 

The train shed is treated in a simple 
constructional manner with no attezpt at 
decoration. The architectural embellish- 
ments are confined to the station building 
proper, for which the great train shed 
forms an effective background. 

The Wall street facade is shown two 
stories in height and 300 “eet in length. It 
has been designed to express ciearly the 
internal arrangement and uses of the 
building. Its chief feature is the pavilion 
containing the main entrance. This has 
been placed at the west end of the front, 
as being in the usual line of approach, and 
toward the point from which the station 
will be most often seen. The entrance 
doorways are carried through two stories 
in massive arches,. above which are circu- 
lar pediments inclosing clock dails. Above 


the cornice rises.a richly decorated man- 


sara roof, which, termimating in a flag- 
staff, crowns the pavilion and forms the 
highest point in the facade. 

Beyond the entrance tower the building 
continues in an afcade of light bays, fram- 
ing the large windows which light the 
main waiting room and carrying a story 
above decorated by an order of coupled 
pilasters supporting the crowning cornice 
and balustrade, 

A triple-arched entrance to the ouigoing 
public concourse, designed to give direct 
access to trains without passing through 
the main waiting room, forms a terminat- 
ing feature to the arcade and separates 
it from the baggage rooms to the east. 
The character of a baggage room is clear- 
ly indicated in the exterior treatment of 
the six bays which it comprises. Six mas- 
sive doorways open direct into the buggage 
room on the ground floor and the story 
above, used as a west-bound baggage zoom, 
forms an order of pilasters and cornice 
echoing the similar but ¢icher treatment 
of the main portion of the building. 

The style of the building is modern 
French renaissance, simply and strongly 
treated in a manner befitting the brick 
and terra cotta of which it fs to be con- 
structed, and the proportions of extreme 
length, ; 

The plan of the building is such as to 
be readily comprehended by travelers en- 
tering hastily, and the necessary opera- 
tions of buying tickets, checking baggage 
arid entering trains expeditiously are ar- 
ranged for in their natural order. Incom- 
ing passengers are separated from outgo- 
ing by means of stairways used only for 
exit, and are landed upon a broad cun- 
course opening directly upon Pryor and 
Wall streets. From this concourse entrance 
may be had to the station by a special 
doorway, or the passengers may go di- 
rectly to the street, carriages or surface 
cars. , 

Entering the main vestibule at the south- 
one passes into the main 
waiting room.. This room will be floored 
with.a, handsome rubber tiling, its walis 
covered with white glazed tile, and’ its 
eeiling divided. into richly decorated panels, 
following the lines of the’ steel track 
beams above, each panel having its clusters 
of electric lights. The furniture and finish 


‘where wood is uSed will be of dark oak, 


contrasting with the light surroundings. 
Opening from this room are retiring and 
toilet: rooms for ladies, the ticket office, 
men’s toilet rooms, telegraph, news and 
parcel booths and the restaurant. 

From the main waiting room the public 
concourse, 
overhead, with its stairways to the trains, 
is directly accessible, and on the opposite 
side of the concourse is the long counter 
and public space for the checking of bag- 
gage. 

Separate waiting rooms for negroes are 
provided, opening from the outgoing con- 
course, readily accessible to baggage room, 
ticket offices, etc. Also separate lavatories 
opening directly outdoors. 

The baggage room is unusually large, 
and every facility for the rapid handling 
of baggage will be provided. Hydraulic 
lifts deliver the baggage piled upon trucks 
to and from the track floor above. Both 
mail and express matter are handled on 
same \lifta. 

The baggage master’s office, trainmen’s 
room and employees’ toilet are ail con- 
veniently placed, opening into the baggage 
room. 

At the east end of the building is lucated 
the power plant for heating and lighting 
the entire station and furnishing power 
for the baggage lifts. Also mailroem end 
space for trainmen’s lockers. : 

The second story is. occupied. by the 
west-bound baggage roof, lockers and re- 
tiring rooms for train conductors, who, 
with trainmen, have Separated lavatories 
and berths; also offices for railroad officials. 
which afe reached by special stairways 
from the ground floor at corner tower and 
directly off the platform. 

A Detailed Explanation. 

In the following letter to Major Thomas 

r. Gilbert gives a more detailed explana- 
tion of his plans: 

J. W. Thomas, President, Nashville, 
Chattanooga and 8t. Louis Railway, 
Nashville, Tenn.—Dear Sir: Allow me 
to thank yourself and the other .rail- 
way managers interested for the oppor- 
tunity of presenting the general and 
detail plans, upon which estimates and 
report of November 3th, last, were 
based, ‘covering the “feasibility of 
erecting a union passenger station upon 
the present state property at Atlanta,” 
eliminating present street grade cross- 
ings, etc. 

I had expected the pleasure of pre- 
senting these plans at your meeting on 
December 2th; having no intention of 

3 asking your acceptance of any plans, 

unless upon examination they were 
found satisfactory as meeting stated re- 
quirements, nor expecting to be paid in 
excess Of our original agreement, un- 
less my sofution of the problem (or the 
essential points thereof) should be 
adopted or used, as I trust now fully

This can be satisfaetorily accomplish- 
ed by several schemes. My original 
report was based upon the depression 
of Whitehall and Peachtree streets un- 
der the railroad bridge 2.4 feet, suffi- 
ciently wide for two teams to pass, 
obtaining a clearance of 11 feet, re- 
taining the present one-way wagon way 
to Forsyth street. The present side- 
walk levels are unchanged, obtaining 
a clearance of 9 feet, not disturbing 
the present property lines or entrances 
to buildings. 

The roadway and sidewalk of Wall 
street remain unchanged. The present 
width of 28 feet at its narrowest point 
is increased to an average of 35 feet. 
Teams from Peachtree can reach Wall 
street at the present level; from White- 
hall can reach the station by the new 
street proposed. 

If the city and abutting property own- 
ers will agree, by depressing the road- 
way and sidewalks of. the.west end of 
Wall street and the south end of Peach- 
tree about half the length of the block, 
to meet the level] under railroad bridge, 
the westerly entrance to the train shed 
can be straightened out, passenger- 
platforms greatly increased in length, 
and track room provided for about 
‘fourteen cars. (If a 1% per cent grade 
for track elevation is used, this can be 
accomplished without depressing the 
streets.) 

The present width of Wall street be- 
tween curbs from, Pryor to Loyd street 
remains unchanged. Pryor street will 


have a clearance at the present level, 


under the railway tracks,’ of 11 feet, 
and Loyd street, af 11.66 feet. 

The present overhead bridge at For- 
syth street, and the clearance under- 
neath of 21 feet, remain unchanged. The 
two central floor panels of the Broad 
street bridge are raised 1.50 feet, with- 
out disturbing the trusses, superstruc- 
ture, etc., or increasing the present 
street and sidewalk grades, allowing 
16 feet clearance above top of rail un- 
der bridge for the two elevated tracks, 
freight tracks retaining present clear- 
ance of 21 feet, The adjoining ware- 
house platforms and tracks, together 
with the present system of freight 
transfer, can be provided for upon 
practically the present basis. 

If . desired, 
revised plans herewith, by using a 1% 
per cent grade at the westerly en- 
trance to the train shed, the present 
erades of Peachtree and Whitehall 
streets can retained with only a 
depression the entire width of roadway 
under railway bridge of 0.50 feet, ob- 
taining a clearance at Pryor and Loyd 
streets of 14.66 feet, and caring for the 
Broad street bridge as suggested, This 
should effect a saving of ‘between 
thirty-five and fifty thousand dollars in 
actual construction, without detriment 
or change of general scheme proposed, 
while increasing the height of the 
waiting rooms. 

As to the Train Shed. 

Although six tracks were requested 
as the minimum, nine tracks have been 
arranged for on the revised plans, eight 
of which open through at both ends, 
the ninth or stub track adjoining Wall 
street, being used advantageously for 
west-bound baggage, or two-car subur- 
ban trains. An ‘additional stub’ track 
is shown just west of Peachtree street, 
for use of switching engine, 
tracking of private cars, 

Without interference with switches, 
clear car room is provided for trains up 
to fourteen seventy-foot cars on 
separate tracks, as follows: South 
track, No. 1, 36 feet; No. 2, 510 feet; 
No. 3, 660 feet; No. 4, 945 feet; No. 5, 780 
feet; No. 6, 630 feet; No. 7, 550 feet; No. 
8, 560 feet; No. 9, stub track, 230 feet. 

No track radius is less than 500 feet. 
A signal and switching tower is sug- 
gested at the westerly entrance to 
trein shed. The tracks through the 
train shed are grouped in pairs, 11.6 
feet for eight tracks and 12 feet for 
seven tracks, passengers and baggage 
reaching trains from generous plat- 
forms, without the necessity of cross- 
ing the tracks. (N. B.: Some of the 
tracks in pairs:in the Grand Central 
station, New York, are only ll feet on 
centers.) 

Passenger platforms of concrete or 
artificial stone, 11.8 feet in width, are 
covered by a train shed of 1380 feet 
clear span, by 685 feet in length; drain- 
age incline through train shed being 1 
foot. Separate awnings are exX- 
tended over platforms where re- 
quired. Generous doubleway in- 
gress and egress stairways = are. 
arranged for each piatform, 8.0 feet in 
width at bottom, dividing at middle 
platform, so as to distribute passengers 
in either direction. (The stairways of 
the principal Sixth avenue elevated sta- 
tions, New York, are of practically the 
narrower width, having the disadvan- 
tage of being used for both ingress and 
egress). Invalid chairs can be elevated 
on lifts when required. | 

In connection with egress to trains, 
a passenger concourse is centrally lo- 
cated, opening off all waiting rooms, 
ticket offices, pbaggage room, streets, 
etc., Well ventilated and lighted, vary- 
ing in width from 45.0 to 75.0 feet, 130.0 
feet in length. 

In connection with egress from trains, 
passengers are distributed under cover, 
on a concourse 55.0 to 70.0 feet in width 
by 160.0 feet in length, adjoining Pryor 
and Wall Streets, and outside of the sta- 
tion proper. Automatic turnstiles can 
be located so as to prevent stairways 
being used otherwise than as intended. 
By this arrangement any number of pas- 
sengers Can be handled expeditiously, 
logically, conveniently, at minimum cost, 
and without congestion or crowding. 

As it is understood that 30 per cent of 
outgoing &nd incoming baggage is east- 
ward, the general union baggage room, 
90 by 160 feet in size, is located at the

The arrangement of space suggested is 
upon a generous scale; and a logical 
plan, but can be modified in detail if 
desired, 

The general Waiting room is 86 by % 
feet; the women’s private room 4 by 36, 
in addition to lobbies and vestibules. 

The general waiting room for negroes 
is 56 by 60 feet. The restaurant is 56 by 
75 feet, an open passageway connecting 
the same direct with the negro Waiting 
room. 

The general ticket office is 26 by 30 
feet. Sleeping car and telegraph offices, 
news stand, parcel’ room, etc., dre all 
of generous size, centrally located. 

Ample lavatory accommodations for 
men and women opening directly out- 
doors, finished with up-to-date sanitary 
fittings, floors and partitions of marble. 
Room for conductors and trainmen, of- 
fice for station master, despatch rs, pro- 
vision for heating, power plant, coal 
storage, etc. Also, railroad offices pro-. 
vided at track level with outside street 
entrances. Additional stories can be ad- 
ded as required. 

The total floor area of the present sta- 
tion is approximately 8,250 square feet; 
that of the proposed station, ag per re- 
vised plan, 48,000 square feet; present 
passenger train shed contains “aboyt 
33,600 square feet; train shed and awn- 
ings as proposed, about 90,000 square 
feet. 

The vital questions of generous and 
convenient arrangeMent, accessibility, 
safety to passengers, provision for fu- 
ture development and growth,are all: 
features which have been carefully con- 
sidered. 

By separating local suburban traffic, 
providing sub-stations at.’the street 
level, about fifty of the one hundred 
trains in and out daily can be provided 
for outside of the train shed prop.r, in- 
creasing proportionately its capacity and 
accommodating local traffic more con- 
veniently. 

As to Cost. 

My origina) report left it an open 
question whether your company would 
carry out the following work, viz: Re- 
laying the necessary tracks and switch- 
es; temporary erection for operation 
during construction; rough retaining 
masonry. In which case, not only the 
actual cost, but the contractors’ profits 
and the amount of professional services 
would be materially reduced (as I should 
not expect to be paid commission for 
work not carried out under my supervis- 
ion); thus reducing the total cost of tne 
work to about $415,000. Or, if my sugges- 
tion for a one and thee-quarter per cent 
grade is adopted, making the total cust 
about $375,000. 

The whole work should require about 
tweive months to execute, and can be 
carried on without detriment to exist- 
ing traffic.

Raleigh, N. C., March 14.—(Special.)— 
When the full record of the present legis- 
lature of North Carolina is made up, it will 
be found to be almost unparalleled in the 
splendid extent of its accomplishment. 

The legislature has just left the capital 
after two months of as earnest labor as 
ever «marked the sessions of any similar 
Lody. Much was expected of it; many 
things were léft undone which some people 
thought should have been done; some few 
extremists have been disappointed. 

But taken as a whole this legislature 
has fulfillel every expectation of 
these who placed it in power. 

Which is saying a very great deal, but 
certainly not too much, when the results 
are studied. | 

Not since,the legislature whith marked 
the return to power of democracy after the 
blot of reconstruction had been wiped out, 
has there been a body with anything like 
as grave problems to meet. The legislature 
which followed the overthrow of the carpet- 


Lag government had, of course, 2 great mis- { 


sion to perform, but scarcely less :mportant 
—indeed, in no sense less important—has 
been that which fell to the lot of ‘he repre- 
sentatives of the people chosen in the elec- 
tions of last fall. Their mission was to put 
into ptactical legislative shape the mean- 
ing of that election, which was a new sal- 


vation of the state; and when.it is. said that } 


: they fulfilled all reasonable expectations, 
no higher pratse could be asked. 
All Promises Redeemed. 

In their fight for the regeneration of 
North Carolina, the democrats of the state 
put forth their best men for representatives 
in the two branches of the general assem- 
bly. The wisdom of this was stown not 
cnly in the election of these candidates, but 
it has Leen even more clearly demongésrated 
in the work they have done in carrying out 
the will of the people. 

The mission placed in their hands 
has been fulfilled; the promises have 
been made good; the faith has been 
kept, and profiting by experiences of 
the past, the conservative citizens of 
the Old North State have, through 
these representatives, enacted such leg- 
islation as strikes at the root of the 
present evils and makes it certain that 
there will be no change for degenera- 
tion in the future.

It is nothing new for North Carolina, 

As to the registration, however, it is very 
easy to see why the fusionists, who have 
depended entirely upon their control of 
the negro yote for such power as they 
have enjoyed during the past two years, 
fight the law.

It 
is this reversal of the fusion policy which 
has arrayed the opposition to the election 
law; under that policy, illegal registration 
was not only easy, but was to the extent 
indicate@ an accomplished fact. 
Proposed Constitutional Amendments. 

The amendment to the constitution, 
which is the consummation of the suf- 
frage legislation, has been variously

These were the distinct promises made 
by the democrats in that campaign in 
which they overthrew the forces of fusfon. 

Curing the Election Evils. 

In every respect have these — been 
fulfilled. 

The first and second of these promises 
and the ninth and tenth are the ones re- 
lating to the question of franchise, and 
it is these which particularly interest the 
people outside of the state. Three distinct 
steps were taken toward bringing about the. 
desired end, each iniportant of itself and 
all closely related both in their pu’ pose 
and their effects. 

First, there was local legislation for 
those counties in eastern Carelina where 
the negroes outnumber the whites and 
where, by means of the fusion between the 
republicans and populist leaders, negro 
domination in local affairs had become an 
accomplished fact. The legislature went 
at this branch of the subject in an alto- 
gether businesslike way, taking up each 
county and enacting for that county such 
legislation as was especially suited to its. 
needs. The charters of towns were amend- 
ed so as to place the offices under the con- 
trol of the legislature. 

This was done by placing the elec- 
tion of the commissioners—in counties 
having large negro majorities—in the 
hands of the justices of the peace, the 
justices in turn being appointed by 
the legislature. - Such regulations in 
regard to official bonds were formu- 
lated as to make it impossible for any 
other than men of character and good 
business qualifications to give them, 

The possibility of negroes having any 
charge or control over white schools was 
carefully provided against, and in many 
other respects has the school system been 
perfected, always, Nowever, with perfect 
fairness to the colored schools. 

The New Election Law. 

The legislature did enact “‘a fair and just 
election law.” The fusion law was wiped 
out. One of the most important features 
of the new law is the creation of a state 
board of elections, composed of five persons 
Each county 
has its’ board of elections, consisting of 
three persons appointed by this state board. 
The, county Loards appoint all registrars 
and judges of elections. The members of 
the county boards may. be removed by the 
state boards, and the county board in turn 
may remove any registrar or judge of 
elections. The line of seléction is, there- 
fore, direct from the legislature. The reg- 
istrar in each precinct will, ‘of course, be @ 
democrat, and in every case one of the 
two judges will be a democrat. This gives 
the democracy complete control of ihe 
election machinery. 

It is, however, not an unfair nor an 
unusual advantage. Under the fusipn 
law the fusionists had in every case 
the same kind of control of the ma- 
chinery and it is so in every state of 
the union. The dominant party re- 
serves to itself as complete control as 
it is possible to secure. 

It is not, however, this feature of the 
new election law which the repupdiicans 
and populists object most strongly, but it 
is the provision for an entirely new regis- 
tration. The law changes the time for 
holding the state elections to August and 
provides that’ before the next general elec- | 
tion there shall be an entirely new tegis- 


contained in the succeeding section, which 
Bays: 

‘‘No male person who was, on Janu- 
ary 1, 1867, or at any time prior thereto, 
entitled to vote under the laws of any 
state in the United States wherein he 
then resided, and no lineal descendant 
of any such person. shall be-denied the 
right to register and vote in any elec- 
tion in this state by reason of his fail- 
ure to possess the educational qualifi- 
cations; provided he shall have regist- 
eted in accordance with the terms of 
this section prior to December, 1, 1908.” 

No Discrimination for Color. 

On the surface this seems to mean that il- 
literate white people are to be-given until 
1908 to educate themselves up to the re- 
quirements of the test, but that illiterate 
negroes are to have no such opporitunity; 
and the argument is, of course, that this 
proposed amendment is a discrimination 
against the negro. because of his color and 
in direc® clash with the’ suffrage provision 
in the federal constitution. 

It is pointed out, however, that this 
does not disfranchise all of the illiter- 
ate negroes of the state. There are 
some of these who were entitled to vote 
in other states on January 1, 1867, and 
that these persons and their descend- 
ants have the same rights as are given 
to white people similarly situated. It 
is also a fact that up to 1835 the free 
negroes of North Carolina were allowed 
to vote, and they, or their descendants, 
coming within the provisions of this 
section,- are given the same grace that 
is allowed the illiterate whites. 

So the contention is—and it seems very 
plausible—that while this exception seems 
to be entirely in the interests of the ig- 
norant whites, it cannot be literally so 
construed, because under its terms certain 
negroes enjoy the same privileges as those 
given the whites; and there is, therefore, 
no discrimination on dcecount of ‘‘race, col- 
or, or previous condition of servitude." 

Hot Times Ahead. 


In substitutirg this amendment to the 
people for their ratification, the legislature 


was keeping clearly within its promises 
to the people to enact all legislation nec- 
essary to secure white supremacy. .. The 
amendment is still to be acted upon, and 
until ratified, does not, of course, pecome 
the law of the state. There seems to be 
very little doubt, however, of its ratifica- 
tion. Populist and /republican leaders 
seem to believe that between now and-Au- 
gust, 1900, there will be such reversal of 
sentiment as will make ratification a ques- 
toin of doubt, to say the least of it; but 
the democratic leaders feel confident, and 
they are preparing to go into that cam- 
paign as they did in the last—to win.

PACKING HOUSES SHIFT THE BLAME 


Chicago Packer Before the Court of 
Inquiry States That He Was Re- 
sponsible for Condition of 
His Beef Only Twenty- 

Four Hours. 


Chicago, March 14.—Colonel O. M. Smith, 
purchasing agent of the government at 
Chicago since 1895, testified today before 
the government court of inquiry that the 
stores of canned roast beef bought by him 
during the Spanish war weré all upop the 
direct order of General Eagan, the com- 
missary gemeral. He also stated that some 
purchases of canned beef were made with- 
out his knowledge by the commissary gen- 
eral. 

Another of the day’s important Wwitness¢s 
was Gustavus F. Swift, head of the pack- 
ing house of Swift & Co. Mr. Swift said: 


“We agreed to be responsible for the 
beef keeping twenty-four hours from 
issuing, and if in a refrigerator house 
seventy-two hours from the steamer 
issued. I suppose there would be rea- 
sonable protection as for any other - 
commodity. When we deal in beef we 
deal in a perishable article. It certain- 
ly should be protected from the tropi- 


cal sun.” 
‘In the prepar&tion of your refrigerated 


beef, what agent do you rely upon as pre- 
servative?’’ 

“Refrigerated air; nothing else.” 

“Have you used at any time in connec- 
tion with the preservation of refrigerated 
beef any chemical preservative of any 
kind?’ 

“No, -eir.*’ 

Major Lee read the following clause of 
the contract: 


“The beef is to be properly clothed for. 
its protection and proper handling, and so 
preserved. by the refrigeration on ship- 
board and at the refrigerator building that 
it shall be perfectly good and fit for use 
seventy-two hours after being issued from 
the refrigerator to building on shore.’’. 


“If there were no refrigerating building 
on shore,’”’ he asked, “and a ship should 
go in at that place under this contract, 
it seems to me there is @ guaranty here 
that the beef will keep seventy-two hours 
after being issued from oe ship. Am I 
correct ?’’ 

Liable Only Forty-Eight Hours. 

“No, sir. ‘My version of that clause is 
different, Starting with our proposal to 
the government afid leading on to that 
clause in the contract, my version ie that, 
having used diligence to provide stationary 
refrigerators at the request of the gov- 
ernment and with their aid as agreed, 
twenty-four hours is all that we are 
liable.” 

Major Lee then read the clause in ques- 
tion a second time and left the dispute 
fg to the time to the consideration of the 
court. 

Witness stated that his company had 
put in the comtract a much shorter time 
limit than was included in beef contracts

Former Bookkeeper Is Now Awaiting 
the End of His Embezzlement 
Case in Court. 


Savannah, Ga., March 14.—(Special.)— 
George W. Haupt, former bookkeeper for 
J. P. Wiiliams & Co., treasurer of the 
Georgia Pine Railroad Company, and treas- 
urer of the building fund of Duffy Street 
Baptist church, was convicted in the su- 
perior court of forgery today, the, charge 
being that he added the words “or bearer”’ 
to a check for $1,000 drawn by J. P. Wil- 
liams, had it cashed and appropriated the 
money ‘to his own use. 

While he was convicted of forgery, which 
is a felony, the jury recommended that he 
be punished as for a misdemeanor, and 
also recommended him to the mercy of the 
court. Judge Falligant has not yet passed 
sentence, but will await the result of the 
other cases against him. 

Haupt was put on trial today under the 
indictment charging him with embezzle- 
ment of the funds of the Georgia Pine 
Railroad Company. It is alleged that he 
took sums ranging from $20 to $250 from the 
road, amounting in all to more than $3,000. 

According to some of the evidence intro- 
duced by the state, Mr. Williams, who is 
president of the road, was in the habit of 
leaving checks signed in blank to be filled 
out by Treasurer Haupt and to be used in 
paying. bills. Haupt would then add to 
the amount of the bill anywhere from $25 
to $250, cash the check and use the money 
for his own purposes. 

The trial of this case*will be cuntinted 
tomorrow, and as soon as it is completed 
he will be piaced on trial for larceny after 
trust, it being charged that he appropri- 
ated about. $2,500 of the funds belonging 
to the Duffy Street Baptist church build- 
ing fund to his own use.

John Thomas Glenn, a leading member of 
the bar of Atlanta and a prominent citizen 
of this city and state, died at his late res!- 
dence at the corner of Forrest avenue and 
Courtland street, yesterday morning, at 4:45 


o’olock. His death was very sudden, and 


he passed away before any aid could be 
given him by his family or physicians, 
who were hurriedly called. 

The cause of Mr. Gienn’s death was an 
apopletic scroke, and its suddenness 
caused his death to be almost painless. He 
did not speak after his condition was dis- 
covered by, Mrs. Glenn, who was attracted 
to him by his heavy and laborious breath- 
ing. 
could not be aroused, and she immediately 
sent for (Dr. J. C. €. Pinckney, who re- 
éponded in a few minutes, but -before he 
reached the bedside (Mr. Glenn was dead, 
having retained life but a few minutes af- 
ter the stroke, all the time being uncon- 
- scious. 

The news of his death epread rapidly 
over the city, and its suddenness caused 
great astonishment ‘wherever it was an- 
nounced. 

Mr. Glenn, when he retired the night be- 
fore his death, ‘had no signs of illness. He 
said he felt well and seemed to be in ex- 
cellent spirits.

In Perfect Health Monday. 

Mr. Glenn left his home on Monday morn- 
ing and went to his law office inthe Pru- 
dential building, as was his custom. There 
he conversed with his partners, John M. 
Slaton and B. Z. Phillips, and seemed to 
be ‘enjoying vigorous health. 

He is naturally energetic, and he went 
about his work of preparing a case for the 
United States court with his usual activity, 
and continued it during the day. It was 
an ordinary day with him. He worked 
hard, as he always did, but not more so 
than he had on many days previous to that. 
He met his clients as they called and talk- 
ed with them in the usual] way.

Mrs. Glenn was in the 
greatest haste in securing aid, but in a very 
few minutes Mr. Glenn was dead. 

_. Death a Great Surprise. 

Mr. Glenn was prominent in many under- 
takings in Atlanta. He was known by 
thousands in the city and honored for his 
sterling qualities as a man. When the 
news of his death began to spread there 
were many who refused at first to be- 
lieve that he was dead. 

The bereaved family was overwhelmed 
at the sudden calamity that had fallen 
them, and they could not realize that he 
Was dead. | 

Mr. Glenn leaves a wife and four children, 
Two of them were at the residence when 
death came—Miss Helen Glenn, aged fif- 
teen, and Willie Lewis Glenn, aged twelve. 
Miss Iza Glenn, the eldest child of the 
famWy, is now in Paris, where she is study- 
ing art. Mr. Gerrard Glenn is attending 
the University of Georgia, and “afrived in 
the city yesterday afternoon. Miss Iza 
Glenn was cabled the sad intelligence yes- 
terday morning.

SKetch of His Life. 

John Thomas Glenn was born in Me- 
Donough, Henry County, on April 21, 1845. 
He was at the time of his death fifty-four 
years of age. He spent much of his boy- 
hood.at the place of his birth and in At- 
lanta, where he lived the greater portion 
of his life and where his father, the late 
Hon. Luther J. Glenn, praticed law for 
a long number of years. ‘ 

John T. Glenn came from a long line of 
distinguished ancestors. He was a nephew 
of Howell Cobb and Thomas. R. R. Cobb, 
the two great Georgians, his mother having 
been a sister of the two distinguished cit- 


izens. He inherited an intellect that was at 
all times powerful and self-assertive. He 
had individual ideas, and they were usually 
founded on deep study and common sense. 

Wiaen the civil war broke out Mr. Gtenn 
wanted to volunteer. His father was placed 
at the head of a regiment and his son 
Wanted to be a sergeant of one of the 
companies, ~ 

Judge Payne, the present county treas- 
urer, coveted the same position, and final- 
ly obtained the place over young Glenn, 

The latter was’somewhat hurt about the 
loss of the office, and refused to accept 
any other in the-company, but went to work 
and organized a company of his own, which 
he commanded through the war and made 
a splendid record as a galant officer. 

A similar determination to be first chay- 
acterized ‘Mr. Glenn during his entire life. 
He graduated from the University of Geor- 
gia, and in 1866 was admitted to the practice 
of the law before Judge Hiram Warner, 
afterwards Chief Justice Warner. 

The son, coming to Atlanta, joined his 
father in the practice of law, and the 
firm was known as Luther J. Glenn & Son. 

With a spirit of energy and natural force 
of leadership, Tom Glénn soon placed him- 
self at the head of the young men of At- 
lanta and became prominent in the prac- 
tice of law almost from the start. 

He was studious, had a retentive memo- 
ry and was ready to expound the most com- 
plex legal problems whenever called upon 
to do so. He was quick in framing replies 
to legal questions, and with such talent in 
handling the legal points and a natural 
tact for questioning witnesses, it was not 
hard for thim to accumulate a large and 
lucrative practice. ' 

He treated all who came ip contact with 
him uniformly courteous and made friends 
wherever he was. — 

In 1872 he married Miss Helen Gerrard, of 
Columbus, and at the time of his death he 
had four children—two boys and two girls— 
Miss Iza Glenn, Mr. Gerrard Glenn, Miss 
Helen Glenn and Master Willie Lewis 
Glenn, 

In i888 Mr. Glenn formed a partnership 


with John M, Slaton for the practice of | 


law. This firm grew to be a strong one. 
and in 1883 Benjamin Z. Phillips was added 
to the firm. The partners Temained to 
gether until the death of Mr. Glenn. The 
style of the firm was Glenn, Slaton & Phil- 
lips. 

On January 6, 1889, Mr. Glenn was inau- 
gurated mayor of Atlanta. He was elected 
over several strong opponents. His ticket 
was known as the conservative, and won 
by a large majority. 

The administration of Mr. Glenn as the 
city’s chief executive was one of progress. 
The new system of waterworks was put 
in and the present plan of building sewer- 
age by assessments was commenced. Both 
undertakings have proved eminently suc- 
cessful. 

Mr. Glenn's death has caused genuine sor- 
row throughout the city. All those who 
knew him feel that they have losta s 
friends and the city has lost a ci 
was at all times progressive and ear} 
his efforts to build up the inte!

HIS BEATH WAS VERY UNEXPECTED 


The Atlanta Bar Association Meets 
and Takes Action—Large Number 
of Distinguished Lawyers 
Will Go to Newnan To 
Attend Funeral 


Judge John D. Berry, until recently judge 
of the criminal branch of the city court of 
Atlanta, died suddenly at 11 o’clock yester- 
day morning at the home of his father in 
Newnan. where he recently went in search 
of health. ) 

The cause of Judge Berry’s death was 
heart ‘trouble, from which he had suffered 
for some time, although to all outward 
appearances a perfectly healthy man. 

Shortly after resigning the judgeship of 
the city court, Judge Berry’s condition be- 
came such that his physician ordered a 
complete rest. With this end '!n view, he 
went to Newnan. Nine days ago he rapidly 
erew worse and was compelled to take his 


Led. Up to Monday afternoon the attending 


physician stated that the patient showed 
signs of gradual improvement and scemed 
to entertain no fear of the result which was 
in store. At 2 o'clock a change for the 
worse was noticed and fr6ém that hour on 
until 11 o’clock yesterday, when death came, 


the patient’s decline was rapid. Owing to 
the nature of the disease, which induced 
great difficulty in breathing, Judge Berry’s 
death was fraught with considerable pain. 
At this bedside when the end came were 
his father, Judge W. B. Berry, end Miss 
Olive Berry, his sister. 

About nine years ago Judge Berry came 
to Atlanta from his home in Newnan. Soon 
afterwards he entered the law offices of the 
late Judge Bigby, who was a connection by 
marriage. Later he became a member of 
the law firm of Bégby, . Reid, Berry & 
Foote. When Judge Rigby retired from this 
firm Judge Berry opened a law office of his 
own and entered actively into the practice 
of his profession. Three years ago he was 
appointed to the judgeship of the criminal 
branch of the city court by Governor At- 
kinson, which position he ‘held. until three 
weeks ago, when he resigned on account of 
failing health. 

Judge Berry was the only son of Judge 
W. B. Berry; of Newnan, one of the 
wealthiest and most prominent men in the 
state. After receiving a thorough collegiate 
education he traveled extensively tn Europe. 
He was an omniverous reader, a thorough 
French scholar and an amateur in matters 
of music and art. During his residence tn 
Atlanta he was one of the city’s most con- 
spicuous social leaders. Among other social 
organizations, he was a merer of the Cap- 
ital City Club. the Piedmont Driving Club 
and the Nine O’Clock German Club. He had 
many friends in the city who will be grieved 
to learn of his death. 

Judge Berry was thirty-eight vears old at 
the time of his death. His funeral will 
take place this afternoon at Newnan.

The following special dispatch from New- 
nan tells of Judge Berry’s death: 

Newnan, Ga., March 14.—(Special.)—Judge 
John D. Berry died this norning at the 
residence of his father, Hon. w. B. Berry, 
in this city. . 

Several weeks ago Judge Berry resigned 
from the bench of the criminal court of At- 
lanta on account of ill heaith and came to 
Newnan to rest from the activities of legal 
work and recuperate. He was an appointee 
of Governor Atkinson during his first term, 
and before his appointment practiced law 
at the Coweta bar. 

After his return to Newnan he was on the 
streets frequently and it was not generally 
Supposed that the character of his illness 
was such as would produce the sad result 
that it did today. It was less than a week 
ago that he was seen on the street in 
health as good, apparently, as any time 
since his return. For a few days he was 
confined to this ‘room, but even then his im- 
mediate family had no apprehension that 
his sickness would result fatally. The cause 
of his death was attributed to heart failure 
by his physician, Dr. G. W. Peddy, who 
was called in to attehd him and who was 
present when he died. 

The end came somewhat suddenly and 
was a distinct shock to hrs friends and the 
people who have known him all his life. 
Judge eBrry was raised in this city. He 
was the son of Hon. W. B. Berry, one of 
the pioneer citizens, Most highly esteemed 
and the wealthiest Man in the county. 
Judge Berry was unmarried, has no broth- 
ers and only one sister, Miss Olive Berry, 
who was present at his bedside at the time 
of his death. 

The funeral exercises wil! oceur on Thurs- 
day morning at 11 o'clock, at this father’s 
residence. The remains will be interred in 
Oak Hill cemetery. The guperior court 
now in session here, will probably adjourn 
ter the hour in token of his memory.

While with- 
out this you would have none, it is 
violative of private rights, and so far 
as I have power te do it, I am going to 
restrict the operation of the law to the 
narrowest limits.

As to Garnishment Laws. 

The visit of a labor delegation to Gov-

Garnishment laws are upheld by those 
who desire the law to rectify their own 
mistakes in extending credit. Of course 
they put up the plea that it is the poor 
man whose interest igs promoted by the 
creation of a law which binds him worse 
than a mortgage, and which is finally 
used to bring about his discharge from 
such employment as he may have. 

An employee gets credit on his general 

good character and acquaintance. For 
years he may pay every bill contracted, 
and then comes the sickness of a mem- 
ber of his family. Under these circum- 
stances the law should not be invoked to 
add to his burden. 
' The law, it seems, would do its full 
duty to the public when it provided pun- 
ishment for criminal acts. It should 
not go so far as to hold an ax suspend- 
ed over one citizen more summary in 
its execution than the one it holds over 
another. - There is a great deal of suf- 
fering among.the poor, which should 
find consideration. A spell of sickness, 
a few days’ suspension from work, or 
some other cause, brings about a strin- 
gency which only those who know their 
condition can appreciate. Men who 
seek trade should be considerate with 
their customers, and in any event, an 
honest man should be protected from the 
disastrous operation of a harsh law at 
the behest of a creditor void of heart.

According to the latest figures available 
France has 36 itonclads, 37 cruisers, 16 de- 
stroyers and 181 torpedo vessels; England, 
42 ironciads, 112 cruisers, 120 destroyers and 
77 torpedo vessels; Germany, 17 ironclads, 
22 cruisefs, 11 destroyers and 118 torpedo 
vessels; Austria,*§ ironclads, 7 cruisers, 7 
destroyers and 6 torpedo vessels; Italy, 
15 ironclads, 27 cruisers, 2 destroyers, %8 
torpedo vessels; Russia, 26 ironclad, 23 
cruisers, 73 torpedo vessels; United States, 
10 ironclads, 30 cruisers, 1 destroyer, 17 tor- 
pedo vessels, and Japan, 6 ironclads, 15 
cruisers, 23 torpedo vessels. 

Phe whole fleet of these powers, is there- 
fore, 1,055 vessels of the classes named—43 
ironclads, 251 cruisers, 146 destroyers and 
615 torpedo boats, all effective. The propor- 
tion of officers to men in the French navy 
is higher than in that of any other coun- 
try, Austria alone excepted, the number 
of officers for every 1,000 men being in the 
French navy 57, in the English 55, Ger- 
man 52, Italian 45°and Russian 40. Next 
year, however, in consequence of the pro- 
posed increase of personnel, England will 
head the list with no fewer than 60 officers 
for every 1,000 men. 

The inequality at present existing be- 
tween the English and French navies in 
regard to officers is ascribed to the great 
number of officers of junior rank necessi- 
tated for the command of the torpedo 
flotilla, France being very strong in this 
class, especially as it is necessary, for ‘he 
training of crews and officers, that these 
little vessels shoulda be kept constantly in 
commission. England is now beginning to 
realize the inferiority in the fighting value 
of her ships which arise from leaving thein 
unarmored forward, and hence the last 
addition to be made to the British navy 
is to carry her armor to the spur.

There was a superstition amongst the In- 
dians that concealed the true name, and 
Motoaka was the real Indian name of the 


princess ,though they called her Pocahon- 
tas. 

These facts about the painting were stat- 
ed by Senator Daniel in his speech, and 
then he went on to recall briefly the ‘facts 
concerning the early establishment of the 
colony at Jamestown and to tell in his own 
words the romantic story of Captain John 
Smith and his Indian princess. 

Old Yet Always New. 

It is a familiar story, old and yet always 
young. The Virginia senator gave it new 
meaning and added, in the telling, some 
interesting facts concerning the princess 
herself. | 

‘Many times during the struggle of this 
little colony did she again attest her gen- 
erous and gracious character,” said he. 
“Once, when they were starving, she had 
suddenly appeared, bearing corn to their 
relief; and again, when they were about 
to be assailed and massacred, she gave 
the timely and sufficient note of warning. 

“A few years rolled by; the fortunes of 
war became changed. In 1612 Pocahontas 
was taken prisoner by that rover of land 
and sea, Captain Samuel Argall, who had 
three years before brought the message de- 
posing Smith from command. She was 
brought a disconsolate and weeping captive 
to Jamestown. There she seemed lovely in 
the eyes of Master John Rolfe, sometimes 
called Thomas, one of the colonists, and 
his attachment wags _ rec{procated. But 
Rolfe was sorely troubled in spirit. The 
scriptures forbade the marrying of strange 
wives, and their mutual love caused a 
“mighty warfare in his meditatiens.’’ But, 
like most colonists, the duty of Christian- 
izing the heathen would seem from his 
own account to have been the moving im- 
pulse to his soul, for he reflected upon the 
question whether it was not his solemn duty 
to marry and convert ‘this heathen creature 
Pocahontas,’ As the historian relates, 
“What most touched and decided him was 
her desire to be taught and instructed in 
the knowledge of God, her capabilities of 
understanding, her aptness and willingness 
to receive any good impression, and also 
the “‘spiri.ual beside her own incitéments 
stirring me up thereto;"’’ and so, according

“From her marriage with John Rolfe was 
born a son, Thomas Rolfe, who was brought 
up in London; but he came to Virginia and 
was known as Lieutenant Rolfe, com- 
manding Fort James, on the Chickahominy. 
He married a young lady in England, 
whom he brought to the new world, and 
there he became a gentleman- of note and 
fortune. The only daughter of Lieutenant 
Rolfe was married to Colonel Robert Bol- 
ling, of a family widely connected and 
much respected in Virginia. Aa &tith 
says in hig history, ‘This remnant of the 
imperial family of Virginia, which long 
ran in a single person, is now increased 
and branched out into a very numerous 
progeny.’ Amongst the descendants of 
Pocahontas was that rare genius, — 
Randolph, of Roanoke, once a representa- 
tive a aaienhenl a senator in this body, 
and the minister of the United Stateg at the 
court of Russia. 

“The character and the worthy services 
of Pocahontas are fully attested and wefe 
appreciated and cherished by the colonists. 
Captain John gmith said of her ‘as for 
features, countenance and expression, she 
much exceeded any of the rest,’ and in his 
letter presenting and commending her to 
Queen Ann, he declared that: 

“ ‘During the time of two or three years 
she, next under God, was still the instru- 
ment to preserve this colony from death, 
famine and utter confusion, which ff in 
those days had once been dissolved, Vir- 
ginia might have peen as it was at our 


first arrival to this day.’

ANGUISH OF THE MAN'S WIFE 


The Condemned Man Hoped to the Last, 
and Feared the Gallows, 


SCENES AT TOWER DURING EXECUTION

Body Will Be Buried at Westview This 
Morning—The Execution Was 
Witnessed by Only Eight 
People—The Story of 
the Crime. 


With a cry for a few more moments of 
life, for a drink of cold water and for his 
wife to come to him with her prayers, 
Robert Lewis fell through the death-trap 
in the Tower yesterday morning at seven- 
teen minutes past 11 o’clock, and _ in 
eighteen Minutes afterwards his body was 
cut down and turned over to the under- 
taker. 

The murderer of Charles Haynes had 
hoped against hope until the end, and, af- 
ter a restless night, he saw the last day 
of his earthly existence dawn through 
clouds and rain, a sombre light entering 
his cell as gloomy as his own dark soul. 
To his lawyers he had exclaimed: 

“No hope?’ 

To the executioners he had said as he 
stared about him: 

“Have I no friend? Are you going to 
kill me?” 

Upon the floor of his cell he had writhed, 
while incoherent words fell from _ his 
blanched lips. 

Then the officers entered his cell an@ to 
him was read the death warrant. The 
condemned man acted as one in a trance. 
It had been predicted that hts great fear 
of death would cause him to grow so 
weak and faint as to make it necessary for 
the officers to carry him bodily upon the 
scaffold; but he walked steadily and 
. Stepped upon the scaffold without an ap- 
parent termor. Yet, it fs said by the few 
who witnessed the execution that the fear 
of death showed itself by the strange 
glitter in his eyes. ? 

While the gallows was doing its 
awful and solemn duty to avenge the mur- 
der of Charles Haynes, by taking a life 
for a life in the top floor of the Tower, a 
littie woman rocked herself to and fro and 
screamed with hysteria as a kindly lady 
tried to comfort her in a room on the first 
floor of the prison. Mrs. Lewis had in- 
sisted upon being as near her husband as 
possible when he was hanged. She had 
spent the night at the Tower, and she was 
with him in his cell early yesterday morn- 
ing. Only a few moments before the exe- 
cution, and when all was in readiness to 
remove Lewis from his cell into 
execution room, Mrs. Lewis sprang from 
her chair and exclaimed: 

“T must see him alive one more time. Oh, 
tell them to let me see him just once 
more.”’ 

Her request was quickly delivered to 
Deputy Sheriff Shropshire, who was super- 
intending the hanging, and the deputy 
paid: ‘“‘Tell her to come quickly and see 
her husband a few moments.” 

Outside a dozen policemen on horseback 
and on foot were waiting in the cold driz- 
zling rain, but there was no need of their

Scenes Within the Tower. 

Within the Tower everything was con- 
Aucted quietly and with order, and as 
much kindness as possible shown the pris- 
oner. In the Tower office the arrange- 
ments were made with the undertaker. It 
‘was understood that the Masons, out of 
sympathy to the wife, would see that the 
man was not turned over to a medical col- 
lege, and that he was decently buried. 

In the midst of the work of preparation 
for the execution Dr. Stephenson, the 
Tower chaplain, hastily left the building. 
He looked pale, an@ as he drew his over- 
coat around him he said: 

“I will not witness the execution. JI am 
sick. Dr. Vaughan will be with Lewis at 
the last moment.” 

,it had been reported by jail officials that 
Lewis had declined to have Dr. Stephenson 
with him, as the doctor had been very 
candid with him about his approaching 
death. The minister said, however, that 
Lewis wanted him, and that he only retired 
on account of his ijiness.

A few persons were allowed to see Lewis 
before the execution, and every one who 
went into Murderer’s Row exclaimed as he

There was something pitiful in Lewis's 
abject fear. He had reached a state of 
mental imbecility that had been superin- 
duced by fright; but this was what served 
to nerve him some at the last trying 
moment. It was mental numbness born of 
despair. 

Hanging Was Very Private: 

The hanging of Lewis was carried out 
with the utmost privacy, and almost 
secrecy, as the officers said they had strict 
orders from Judge Candler, which had to 
be carried out. 

Night before last Lewis had a hope that 
yesterday would not be his day of death. 
The board of pardons had met and re- 
opened his case, and at a late hour had 
adjourned with the intention of reaching a 
decision the next morning. Lewis’s attor- 
neys, Arminius Wright and L. C. Hopkins, 
were before the board for the last time 
yesterday, and they made the final effort 
of a long and faithful fight to save their 
client’s life: The decision was that there 
would be no interference. From the ¢ap- 
ital to the Tower the two attorneys.went, 
and they were admitted to Lewis’s cell. 

“Can you give me any hope?’ Lewis 
asked as he clutched convulsively at a 
blanket. 

“Not much,” was the reply. 

Lewis sank upon the floor and crawled 
about like a wild animal on his hands and 
knees. He appeared to be nothing more 
than a babbling idiot. His attorneys tried 
in vain to get him to talk, but they could 
obtain no intelligible replies to their ques- 
tions. At 10 o’clock they withdrew. 

Reporting on Lewis’s condition, the 
death-watch who was last with Lewis said 
the prisoner had slept some during the 
early morning hours. A good breakfast 
was sent to him. He only: drank a cup of 
coffee, which nauseated him, 


The Death Warrant Read. 

At half-past 10 o’clock Deputy Sheriff 
Shropshire, Deputy Sheriff Tye, with Dep- | 
uties Chastain, Fain and Gilleland, walk- 
ed into Lewis’s cell, an@ the death war- 
rant was read. 

Lewis stared at the officers and asked: 

“Are you going to kill me?” 

“We will have to execute the judgment 
of the law,” he was told. 

“Haven’t.I gota friend, just one friend: 
to help me?” exclaimed Lewis, with trem- 
bling lips. 

“We are all your friends, Lewis,” replied 
Deputy Shropshire. ‘‘We would not hurt 
you if we could help it, but we are only 
here as officers of the law.” | 

The man’s hands were pinioned, and he 
sald: 

“Let me beg you not to tie my legs. I 
will promise not to kick nor try to get 
loose. Don’t tie my legs, please.”’ 

From the cell in Murderer’s Row the 
condemned man ,was taken. He walked 
through the door with a steady step, and 
went up the stairway leading to the scaf- 
fold without assistance. 

In the execution room were the five depu- 
ties and Drs. Charles J. Vaughn and L. J. 
Blanton, and Rev. EB. i. Vaughan, Only 
these eight persons witnessed the hanging. 


How Lewis Acted on the Gallows. 

Just as he reached the gallows, Lewis 
turned to one of the physicians and asked: 

‘Doctor, can't you gove me something to 
help me” 

As nothing of the kind could be done no 
reply was made. 

The minister offered prayer and read por- 
tions of the Bible. He then turned, end 
facing Lewis, asked: 

“Do you trust in the blood of Jesus 
Christ ?’’ 

“Yes, I look to Him for forgiveness and 
salvation,” was the reply. 

The noose was adjusted and Lewis 10o0k- 
ed about him wildly and satd: 

“Don't be in a hurry. Give me a few 

“We don’t wish to act with any more 
haste than is right and necessary,’ came 
from one of the officers. “You can make 
any statement you may wish.” 

The doomed man, standing with his feet 
upon the treacherous trap, ready at the 
touch of a finger to launch him into eter- 
nity, was silent for a few seconds. He 
shook his head slightly and the rope sway- 
ed about him. He opened his lips as if 
about to speak. No sound came from him. 
He made another effort to say a word. 

The deputy stepped forward to adjust the 
black cap and Lewis shook, as he called 
out: 

“Give me some water.” 

There was no water near by and the re- 
quest had to be refused. 

The cap was tied over his face’ and he 
made a motion as if he wished to say 
something and the cap was held aside. 
Again his voice seemed to fail and the cap 
was fastened on. a 

“Bring my wife, Mary, to me.” came from 
under the cap, “let her come to me and 
vray with me.”

As the body passed through the outer 
door of the prison to the street, Mrs. Lewis, 
hearing the opening an@ the closing of the 
door, ran out of Miss Hollaway’s room into 
the front office. Here shé saw the body 
through a window as it was being placed in 
the hearse. Her grief became frantic and 
As soon as possi.sle she 
was taken away from the window. 

The body of Lewis remained at Under- 
taker Patterson’s last night. This merning 
it will be taken from there to Westview, 
where it will be interred in a lot bought 
especially for the occasion. 

Mrs, Lewis had taken up the idea that her 
husband’s body would be turned over to a 
médical college, and it was an act of kind 
people that provided oa lot in Westview, as 
much for her sake as any other. 

The Story of the Crime. 

On the 29th of July, 1898, Robert Lewis 
stood at 6 o’clock in the afternoon near the 
corner of North Forsyth and Walton streets. 
He was but a few feet away from a gate- 
way leading into a yard around the Pru- 
dential building, which was then being 
erected. He was there about half an hour 
waiting for the men within the inclosure to 
quit work. 

Charles B, Haynes, one of the foremen on 
the building, came out of the gateway. He 
had a wife and two little children waiting 
for him at his home, corner of Hampton 
and Emmett streets. He had worked hard 
all day and he was hastening homeward 
for rest and happiness in his little fumiily 
circle. ' rao 

Without a word of warning Lewis stepped 
in front of Haynes and fired a pistol bullet 
into his heart. 

The assassination had been committed be- 
cause Haynes had discharged Lewis, és the 
latter was not thought to Le a competent 
workman. 

Lewis was arrested by two policemen and 
locke@ up at the police barracks. He made 
no effort to escape and acted as if he had 
been drinking, soon after his arrest. He 
was transefrred to the Vower, where he re- 
mained until he was taken to the cvyurt- 
house for trial. The only piea made in his 
defense was a story about Haynes having 
insuited fis wite and made insuiting re- 
marks about her. The jury brougnt in a 
verdict of murder and he was sentenced to 
be hanged. An appeal was taken when a 
motion for a new triak Wag retused and the 
verdict of the lower court was sustained. 

Lewis’s sanity was questioned and an ef- 
fort was made to save his life by an ap- 
peal to the board of pardons. Tunis failed. 
Three times was his day of execution 
named, there being one postponement on 
account ef the appeal to the supreme court, 
and another when a reprieve was granted 
to give an opportunity ior tne board of par- 
dons to act on the case. 

There was possibly never a man condemn- 
ed to death more filled with fear of the gal- 
lows than Lewis. His fright at times wus 
terrible to behold, and the noises made 
when the gallows was being built tor 
his execution made him appear as a man 
with the delirium tremens. 

All Dark in Murderer’s Row. 

Last night there were no lights in Mur- 
derers’ row, that section of the Tower upon 
the fifth floor which has been set apart 
for the work of avenging the spilling of 
human blood. The row was in utter dark- 
ness, and from the street below the very 
shadows of the gloomy pall seemed hov- 
ering over the place. 

Flanaghn, who spent some time in the 
row, is cowering in a cell in the Decatur 
jail; Bankston, charged with the murder 
of Policeman Ponder, was removed from the 
row a féw days before the hanging of Lew- 
is, as an act of humanity, as he fretted un- 
der his confinement in one of the mur- 
derers’ cells. 

So the east wing of the fifth floor of the 
Tower was empty last night and no light 
was kept burning. ‘ 

The life that was made to atone for a life, 
the anguished soul that feared to face the 
grim gallows, the haggard face, paled with 
fright, the despair, the horror, the utter 
woe which were crowded into one tortured 
brain, all went out with the click of the 
death trigger, and jeft Murderers’ row to

Board of Arbitration Will Soon 
Georgia Electric 


Be Appointed To Confer wih| 


Light Company, 


PROVIDED FOR IN CONTRACT 


E,W. Dutton Is Named To Represent 
City in the Matter 


ONE YEAR MORE OF PRESENT CONTRACT 


Arbiters Have a night To Reduce the 
Present Contract Price, but Can- 
not Increase It—City Has 
All To Gain and Noth- 
ing To Lose. 


It is possible that the city will get her 
street lighting from April 15, 1899, to April 
15, 1900, at a smaller figure than is now 
being paid the Georgia Electric Light Com-/ 
pany. 

The electric light committee of the city 
council held an important meeting at the 
city hall at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
when the question of the price of street 
lights for the ensuing year was the main 
topic of consideration. Steps were taken 
which may materially reduce this portion 
of the expense of the municipal govern- 
ment. 

The present five-year contract between 
the city and the Georgia Electric Light 
Company’ states that a*board of arbiters 
shall be appointed in 1897 and also in 1899 
for the purpose of agreeing on the con- 
tract price to be paid for the street lights 
from these dates until the expiration of 
the contract in 199. Owing to the agi- 
tation over proposed municipal ownership, 
the arbitration provided for two years ago 
was never held, and the original contract 
price was continued. 

The city authorities have determined to 
take advantage of this last opportunity, 
however, and will endeavor to have the 
contract price reduced. A resolution was 
introduced in council several weeks ago 
calling for this arbitration, and the Con- 
tract requires that it be held April Isf. 

One arbiter is to be appointed by the 
city, another by the Georgia Electric Light 
Company. If these gentlemen fai] to agree 
within five days after their appointment, 
a third, to be known as umpire, shall be 
selected. If the arbiters cannot agreé, 
then a second set of arbiters shall be 
named, and so on until five boards have 
been named. If the fifth fails to agree, 
then the judge of the United States court 
of this district shall appoint an umpire 
to act with the fifth set of arbiters. One 
provision of the contract is that the board 
shall in no sense agree to make the city 
pay more than the present contract price— 
$85 per annum for are lights and $36 for 
seriés, 

City Has Nothing To Lose. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the city 
has all to gain and nothing to lose. The 
electric light company cannot get any 
more out of the municipality than it is 
now paying, and the only question at issue 
is whether the price shall be reduced. The 
arbiters have right of access to the Geor- 
gia company’s books, and will secure nec- 
essary information concerning the cost of 
operation, etc., of the electric company 
with a view to determining whether the 
lights could be furnished any cheaper. 

Those of the committee present yesterday 
afternoon were Chairman Thomson, Coun- 
cilmen LaHatte and Holland and City Elec- 
trician Harper. The Georgia Electric Light. 
Company was represented by its attorney, 
Morris Brandon. Mr. Brandon stated that 
Mr. Atkinson, president of the company, 
had been called suddenly out of the city, 
but that he was willing to appoint an 
arbiter for his company amd to proceed 
according to the specifications of the con- 
tract. 

In discussing a suttable rhan for a rep- 
resentative of the city in the matter, Chair- 
man Thomson suggested the name of E. 
W. Dutton, the well-known machinery 
Wealer. Mr. Thomson stated that Mr. Dut-

and that he would make a fair and capa- 
ble arbiter for the city. The other com- 
mitteemen agreed to this selection, and 
the name of Mr. Dutton will be presented 
to the mayor, who, the contract says, 
shall make the appointment. Mayor Wood- 
ward will doubtless follow the suggestion 
of the electric light committee. 

The representative of the Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company will probably not be 
appointed until Mr. Atkinson returns in 
about a week. The two gentlemen will 
then get together, and if they fail to agree 
after thoroughly looking into the situation, 
an umpire will be agreed on as set forth 
above. Each party to the contract is to 
bear the expense of its arbiter, both bear- 
ing equally the expense of an umpire in 
case one should be appointed. 

Chairman Thompson Talks. 

When asked for his opinion concerning 
the proposed reduction of the light bill, 
Chairman Thomson said after the meeting 
yesterday: 

“I have been studying the question of 
street lighting, but have not been able 
to decide whether the present price is too 
high or not. I am unfamiliar with the 
cost of production, and have no idea as 
to the profits, if any, accruing to the Geor- 
gia company. Of course, if the city can 
get her lights cheaper on a fair basis, all 
right, but there are several questions to be 
taken into consideration on the subject, 
and it is impossible to tell just what the 
result will be. What we want is fair ar- 


biters to give the city and the company 
what is due both.”’

SAYS CRIME WAS ROT PREMEDITATED 


The Confession of the Murderer Is on 
the Line of the Police Investiga- 
tion and Officials Will Now 
‘Search for Dead Wo- 
man’s Bones. 


Chicago, March 14.—Augusta Becker, the 
Bpausage maker, who has been under arrest 
for four weeks on a charge of murdering 
his wife, made a ‘full corifession tonight. 
He said that he cut his wife to pieces and 
burned the remains in a stove. 

Becker, when first arrested, admitted 
killing his wife, but declared he pushed 
her off the Randolph street viaduct into 
the lake and that she was drowned. 

The police have never placed any reliance 
in the drowning confession and have kept 
up their work on the idea that Becker 
had killed the woman in this house and had 
made way with.tho body. 

The finding of a portion of a human 
lung three days ago in Becker's barn put 
strength in their theory, and late tonight 
they induced Becker to confess. 

Boiled in a Kettle. 

In his ¢onfession Becker said he had 
killed his wife by striking her on the head 
with a hatchet in the kitchen of his home. 
He then cut the body to pieces and boiled 
it in a large kettle. After watching the 
disintegration of the remains for several 
hours and when nothing was left that re- 
sembled a human body, Becker says he 
took what remained and burned it in a 
red-hot stove, the fire having been pre- 
pared by. him. The bones which would not 
burn he buried on the prairie near his 
home. January 27th was the date Becker 
says he committed the murder. He as- 
serts the crime was not premeditated, but 
that he quarreled with his wife on the 
afternoon of that Gay, and in the heat of 
passion he struck her on the head with 
the hatchet. 

Lungs Not Accounted For. 

Only one blow was needed to cause death, 
and after that had been struck the sau- 
sage maker says he thought of the way 
to dispose of the remains of his wife in 
order to destroy all chances of detection. 
The piece of lung and a portion of calico 
which were foumd under the barn and 
which the police believed to be strong ev- 
idence against Becker, the says could not 
be any part of the body of his wife, as 
he is certain that he destroyed every par- 
ticle of flesh, and he maintains the dress 
which she wore was also entirely burned. 

The police will look for the woman's 
bones tomorrow.

CUBAN ASSEMBLY 


MAY BE DISSOLYED 


| Ramored in Havana Tht General Brooke 
Will Take a Hand. 


PEOPLE ARE WITH GEN. GOMEZ ' 


Old Warrior Sidetie at the Work of the 
Cuban Assembly.

The Young Statesmen of Cuba Pro- 
pose To Take Up Management of 
Affairs at Once.

Havana, March 14.~—The action of Civil 
Governor Mora and the police department, 
in attempting to prevent yesterday’s popu- 
lar manifestations in favor of General 
Maximo Gomez, is strongly censured today, 
and the ill feeling against the police runs 
high. ,The people consider that their rights 
and freedom have been attacked. 

The action of Governor Brooke in re- 
straining the Cuban authorities from in- 
terfering thas pleased the people and is fa- 
vorably commented upon. 

It is rumored that several officers of the 
police force who were formerly in the Cu- 
ban army- will resign. The occurrence has 
done much to destroy the popularity and ef- 


' ficiency of the new police force. 


General Gomez is receiving hundreds of 
telegrams from all parts of the island ex-* 
pressing the people’s allegiance and loyalty 
to him and to Cuba. 

General Cespedes, who defended General 
Gomez at Saturday’s session of the military 
assembly, has resigned his membership of 


that body. 

General Gomez ‘says he recognizes only 
one power in the island, that of the United 
States. All that the Cubans can do, he 
declares, is by permission of the American 
authorities, and therefore the military as- 
‘sembly can only talk. In his opinion, the 
assembly is acting as it does because it 
wants to get more money out of the United 
States. In this connection, he points out 
that the assembly first proposed to ask 
$60,000,000. As for himself, he avers that he 
is not a beggar. The United States of- 
fered the $3,000,000 and he thas never asked 
any increase in the gift. Indeed, he says, 
to ask more would be undignified and im- 
proper. 

Assembly of Small Account. 

To all callers General Gomez speaks lightly 
of the assembly, declaring that it was his 
creation, as ne did not wish to appear 
as dictator, and that the real military mem- 
bers, who took no part in the vote to de- 
pose, will now resign. He calis the as- 
sembly “a collection of black clouds, with 
much thunder, but little rain.” 

He did not communicate with General 
Brooke today, but will confer fully with 
him tomorrow. 

The military assembly met this afternoon 
with the ordinary guard. Most of the time 


was occupied in discussing the pronounce- | 


ment which is to be issued with a view of 
justifying last Saturday’s action in the eyes 
of the people. 

General Sanguilly introduced a motion 
protesting against the acceptance of the 
$3,000,000, preceding it with a long preamble 
declaring that the assembly was ready to 
co-operate with the United States in main- 
taining order in Cuba. The motion called 
for the adoption of three resolutions ‘‘in 
the name of the armed people of Cuba.” 
The first extended the thanks of the as- 
sembly to the United States for aid dur- 
ing the recent war. The second thanked 
the United States for the offer of $3,000,- | 
000, but went on to assert that ‘“‘owing to 
the assembly's exact knowledge of the 
needs of the Cuban soldiers, its members 
consider it their duty to.’ declare the 
amount insufficient.”’ 

Cannot Accept Gifts. 

“We cannot honorably accept it as a 
gift, but only as a loan,” the resolution 
proceeded, ‘‘as President McKinley’s au- 
thorization ig necessary to raise funds 
needed to accomplish the disarming of the 
Cuban troops and exclusively used for this 
purpose.” 

The third resolution appointed a commit- 
tee of three to present these resolutions 
to President McKinley. General San- 
guilly’s motion was carried by 18 votes 
against 4. 

The ‘‘document of justification’’ was then 
read. It is very long, and cites cases to 
show the disobedience of General Gomez 
to the assembly, declaring that those fa- 
miliar with the inner history of the war 
knew that strained relations always exist- 
ed between him and the Cuban civil au- 
thorities; reviews his interviews with Mr. , 
Robert Porter and lays stress upon the 
fact that Gomez has virtually ignored the 
assembly during the last two months. The 
document is, in effect, a eulogy of the 
members of the assembly—a declaration 
that they have done their duty. 

Certain passages referring scathingly to 
the people of Havana, who, yesterday, ex- 
pressed their disapproval of the assembly’s 
action on Saturday, were eliminated after 


an undignified and heated discussion. An } 


attack on the assembly, printed at Matan- 
zas and signed by the mayor of Matan- 
zas and others was read.

Half an inch 
ot rain was shown to naye fallen in north- 
ern California during * last twenty-four 
hours and telegrams from San Francisco 
reported indicayions of generai rains tor 
the state. This started sélling by commis- 
sion houses, and the price got down to 
6¥44c before it gave any indication of im- 
proving. Crop damage reports soon be- 
came tne ‘burden of the news that came to 
hand, and the price gradually to recover 
the loss it starved with. The damage -re- 
ports came trom a wide area and to amost 
every commission house in the trade, and 
in several instances supported by people 
on the tioor who had come in from a per- 
sonal inspection of the wheat fields. Min- 
neapolis and Duluth received 685 cars com- 
pared with 362 a year ago.

FLOWER HATS SHADE 


FEMININE FACES. 


Keven the dry goods counters, with their 
wilderness of pretty tnaterials, will be par- 
tially deserted this week and feminine in- 
terest centers in the millinery openings, 
‘which are always interesting fo women. 

The selection of a woman’s hats fer the 
| Bastér season is always an important event, 
and one that requires a great deal of con- 
sideration, especially on the part of south- 
ern women, since they must wear their 
spring and summer hats so much longer 
than the feather trimmed headgear of win- 
ter. 

Not only for this reason, but the all-im- 
portant one that a woman's hat is the most 
striking feature of her toilet, should make 
her think seriously hefore she buys. No 
matter how radiantly pretty a hat may 
look flourished ty the artistic milliner in the 
admiring presence of 2 customer, no weman 
should buy it without trying it on carefully. 
‘She should not be satisfied with the effect 
in front and the fact that the colors are 
becoming, but with the hand mirror she 
should study the adaptability of the hat to 
the profile. The front view mev be very 
deceiving, and unless a hat ‘ooks as well 
on a woman's head from the riew one bas 
of her profile as it does when sho smiles in 
satisfaction and is seen ‘‘full face,.”’ then 
it is not altogether 2 becoming hat, and she 
must trv on another. 

Frequently milliners will say, when hand- 
ing a well known customer « hat: ‘Mrs. So 
and So. this is just the hat for you; it 
looks like you,” and thongh a sameness in 
shape and fashion may tire 2 woman from 
Season to season, she had better stick to 
the hat that is becoming, tre one that her 
milttner tells her ts ‘“‘her hat,” that “looks 
lke her.’ Tt is not only assured in its 
Lecomingness as being the right thing, but 
as a rute the hest and most attractively 
Aressed woman is the one who rreserves 
an individuality of dress, T had the nleas- 
ure yesterday of peering at a number of 
lovely spring hats that will soon be drawn 
from the protecing folds of white tissue pa- 
ner and placed on the counters and in the 
show cases, where thev will charm all 
womenkind. Each season the impulse is to 
exclaim: 

“They are more heantiful this sesson than 
ever hefore.’’ but as I gazed at these hats 
vesterday. T marveled at their varicty, their 
eombinations, the workmanship unon them, 
and said with emphasis: “They are more 
heautiful than those thot have come Le- 
fore them, and I realize that it would take 
the artist as well as the writer to describe 
them justly.” 

Not only do the flowers deceive cne in 
their beauty and naturalness of color. but 
the workmanship upon this season’s hats is 
unusual, 

The ‘“‘material”’ hats, as they are called, 
that have their crowns made of straw in- 
terwoven with silk. or of silk braid and 
chiffon, of of the silk maline shirred, tuck- 
ed and drapéda, are among the novelties that 
flower-trimmed are ‘charming to look at 
ard make one long to wear them. 

In that shade of pale tan that the mil- 
liners affect to keep up with the tan suits 
of the tailor and the tan silks of the 
modiste, I noticed an unusually pretty 
hat that had its brim of maline shirred 
on wires, while the crown of tan silk 
poppy leaves introduced a novelty which 
the milliner c&lled the “poppy crown.” In 
the front of the hat, between the brim an@ 
erown, and almost wreathing it, were 
clusters of tiny pink roses set close to- 
gether with here and there touches of the 
foliage. 

In-the erown near the back was a 
novelty in ornaments called the chain 
ornament, which. consisted of several. pins 
linked together with chains. 

In that ‘‘walker ghape,’’ that one sees in 
the most stylish hats at all the openings, I 
was particularly impressed by one of black 
straw and chiffon, that had as its main 
trimming a very large bow of white silk 
ribbon, that had upon it large dots em- 
broidered in black. The bow was caught 
at the edge of the brim directly in front 
with a handsome steel buckle, and the ends 
of the ribbon bow were set.upon the hat 
to appear almost as white wings in their 
stiffness of effect. All the shaaes of violet, 
from those as pink as petunia to the deep- 
hued purples, are seen this season in pretty 
hats, and one that will charm all who gee 
it is of silk maline exactly tbe color of 
Parma violets. The entire frame of the 
hat is draped in this, and over it is laid a 
Jace applique work with a touch of black 
in it. 

To one side is a soft fluffy silk flower,. 
the shade of the maline, and the hat was 
one that suggested at once simple ele- 
gance. 3 

In that Frenchy combination of dark 
blue and green being revived this season 
in dress goods as well as millinery, a 
strikingly stylish hat is of the dark green 
straw, almost sailor in shape, The crown 
and much of the brim is trimmed in ac- 
cordion plaited drapery of dark blue and 
dark green, while snowballs in all their 
freshness give the hat a touch of spring. 

Next this hat, and more springlike in 
its texture an@ color, was the ‘‘apple blos- 
som hat,” for the’ milliner informed me 
that the flower hats this season required 
that the straw and general trimming cor- 
respond in color and shading with the flow- 
er used as the main trimming. She then 

verbally dissected the ‘apple blossom hat” 
for me, butA can only attempt to describe 
it. It was of pale green straw, over the 
brim falling a ruffle of white lace in most 
delicate. pattern. Then there were two 
soft diaphanous looking rosettes shading 
from pale green to white that were placed 
very near the front of the hat, but not 
too near to conceal a cluster of white 
apple blossoms that fell from the front of 
the crown to the brim. These blossoms 
fairly covered the crown, and were the 
only trimming visible on the sides and 
back of the hat. 

Maybe I ought not to tell anything more 
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I have seen, for I promised not to do it, 
and my. description, so tmadequate to the 
beauty of the hats, may frighten people 48 
to the possibilities of the seasons 
chapeaux, but I cannot refrain from 4 
word about the “‘narcissus hat,” since that 
lovely flower has been so exquisitely imi- 
tated in the artificial one. 

In graceful clusters it almost covered the 
crown, and fell about the brim of a green 
straw hat that had as its only other trim- 
ming a bit of lace, and a bow of green rib- 
bon toned down in its rather vivid shadings 
by narrow stripes of black velvet. 

Recalling all the pretty hats I have seen, 
and the variety of their fashion, if I were 
asked what was the prevailing style, I 
think. that I might truthfully say that 
every woman may purchase the shaped 
hat that is most becoming to her, have it 
trimmed in her favorite color, and still be 
a la mode,

INDUSTRI@L SCHOOL. 

The women of New York are in earnest 
in their efforts for the establishment of a 
state industrial training schogl. The ‘“‘Club 
Woman,” in reference to the matter. 
writes; 

“At a recent meeting of the executive 
board of the New York State Federation 
of Women’s Clubs it was decided to make 
the industrial school project the work of 
the year, and deemed advisable that cir- 
cular letters be sent to all women’s clubs 
in the state, urging that each one should 
at an early date devote an hour or more 
of its regular time to discussion of the prv- 
posed work of the federation, viz: 

“The establishment of a state industrial 
training school, where young girls between 
the ages of twelve and eighteen, in tene- 
ment house districts of large cities, could 
receive orderly and systematic industrial 
training, which would make them se)f-sup- 
porting and self-respecting members of the 
community. A circular letter has been sent 
out by the federation to the various clubs. 
It reads as follows: 

“The need of such an institution is most 
urgent, as the so-called state industrial 
school at Rochester is a reformatory, where 
all classes of girls are agmitted. Although 
New York has no state institution to pre- 
vent a girl from becoming degraded, there 
are more than eighty to receive her after 
she has become so. ' 

‘Recorder Goff, in a letter indorsing the 
proposed work, wrote: ‘Anything that will 
tend to prevention will be more productive 
of good society than the best corrective 
measures.’ 

“With this in view, we ask earnest co- 
operation in spreading knowledge of facts. 
in forming public opinion, and in persuad- 
mg our legislators (through husbands, 
brothers, and al) voting friends) that it 
would bé the most wise and beneficial act 
to grant the petition for state aid in this 
matter which will soon he presented at 
Albany. There has been liberal legisia- 
tion in support of industrial training and 
reformatory schools for boys, but girls, 
- who are less“able to care for themselves, 
have been overlooked. ' 

“We Suggest that each club appoint a 
committee to prepare a suitable programme 
for discussion on this topic: ‘The Need of 
a State Industrial School for Girls.’ The 
chairman of this comniittee can procure 
books giving all required information from 
the board of state charities and correc- 
tions. 

“This subject can be discussed from sev- 
era] points of view: 

“First, The importance of early indus- 
ae training for development and self-sup- 

rt. 

“Second, Industrial training for charac- 
ter building and as a factor in saving large 
numbers of young girls from criminal] ca- 
reers. 

“Third, Industrial training, as ultimately 
diminishing to the state the expense of sup- 
porting paupers and criminals. . 

“Fourth, The results to be obtained 
through an ideal training school, etc. : 

“Everything should be done to interest as 
many as possible im this discussion of such 
vital interest to Women. The great obd- 
ject is to make each woman in your club 
realize the necessity for such an institu- 
tion and the responsibility that rests upon 
her to put forth every effort to have es- 
tablished a state industria) school. for 
girls. ’ 

“Each club is requested to send a list of 
names indorsing this good work, to be 
sent to Albany when our petition is pre- 
sented. - 

“It is proposed to have the buildings on 
the college plan. Instead of one jarge 1n- 
stitutiona] building there will be several 
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honor of preparing the résolution, which |

The case of the railroad commission of 
Georgia against the Southern Express 
Comparsny in the matter of alleged. over- 
dharges by the latter in demanding that 
shippers furnish revenue stamps for pack- 
ages is not to end with the decision of 
Judge Speer recently delivered at Macon. 

Judge Speer held that, as the question 
was one arising out of {internal revenue, the 
railroad commission of Georgia had noth- 
ing to do with it, and consequently, the 
state lost the case before the district court. 

Governor Candler has now taken a hand 
in the matter, and after a conference with 
the attorney general yesterday, instructed 
that official to appeal the case to the cir- 
cuit court of appeals at New Orleans and 
to the supreme court of the United States, 
if it was necessary, in order to gain a de- 
cision, 

The case against the express company at- 
tracted considerable interest at the time of 
its trial before the federal court and the 
facts are very generally known. 

Under the ruting of the Southern Express 
Company, it is necessary for the people of 
the state to pay the tax on packages sént 
through the company for transportation. 
The state railroad commission took excep- 
tion to the'‘ruling of the company and is- 
sued an order calling on the Southern Ex- 


press Company to notify the commission 


within five days that the practice of chare- 
ing the ‘tax on é6hippers had béen aban- 
doned. The foreign stockholders of the 
company issued an injunction against. the 
officers of the company preventing them 
‘from .complying with _the order.of the 
commission, and also against the members 
‘of the commission enjoining them from 
enforcing the order. ix : 

The case was argued at length before the 
federal court and Judge Speer decided that 
the question of internal revenue was one 
that the state railroad commission had 
nothing to do with. The tax on packages 
in this state amount to $50,000 a year, and 
under the present ruling of the court the 
people of the state are compelled to pay 


this tax. 


The survey of the boundary line between 
the counties. of Banks and Habersham, 
which was authorized by Governor Candler 
some weeks ago, has been completed and 
the local option question which grew out 
of the dispute of the boundary can now Be 
settled, 

The town of Baldwin lies on the Hne be- 
tween the two counties, one of which, Hab- 
ersham, is a prohibition county ,while the 
other, Banks, is not. A saloon popularly 
known as the “barrel,’’ located in the cen- 
ter of the town of Baldwin, has been the 
cause of much contention for the reason 
that it was claimed by the people of Hab- 
ersham that the barroom was on the Hab- 
ersham side of the line, while the people of 
Banks mainteihed that it was on their side 
and would not be moved. 

Governor Candler finally appointed Cap- 
tain Henry Collier, of Atlanta, to make a 
survey of the county Hire and determine 
just where Banks ceased and Habersham 
began. Captain Collier reported to the 
chief executive yesterday morning and an- 
nounced that the barroom was on the Hab- 
ersham side of.the line, as well as three- 
fourths of the town of Baldwin. is 

The result of the report will be that the 
*“barrel’’ .will have to be rolled over to the 
Banks county side, aa the local option law 
prevents its operation in Habersham,: and 
further, that more doubt will exist as to Une 


point where Habersham leaves off and 
Banks. begins. _ :

Park Net Decided On. 


SHOULD BE SETTLED AT ONCE 


Secretary and Chairman Say Speedy 
Action Should Be Taken. 


COMMITTEE ANB DIRECTORS TO CONFER 


It Is Probable That All Arrangements 
Will Be Completed When This 
Conference Is Held. 


Interest in the state fair is increasing 
every day and both Secretary “Martin and 
‘Chairman Northen are receiving letters 
from all parts of the state from persons 


| who desire to obtain detailed information 
' of the plans and scope of the fair. 


Secretary Martin is busily engaged in 
preparing the premium list and fair com- 
mittees are holding daily sessions in order 
to complete their work as soon as possi- 
ble. 

The only feature of the fair which has 
not been gettled is the agreement between 
the fair committees and the company which 
controls Piedmont park. It has not yet 
been decided what amount is to be paid 
for the park and the delay in settling this 
question has practically brought the work 
of the secretary to a standstill, 

It was understood when the fair was 
obtained for Atlanta that it would be held 
at Piedmont park in the old expositicn 
buildings, and although the committees 
appointed to attend to this end of the mat- 
ter held several meetings nothing definite 


_wWwas agreed upon, 


The park is controlled by the amusement 
company to whom it is leased by the Pied- 
mont Park Company, and until the direc- 
tors of these two concerns confer and 
reach some agreement it will be impessible 
for the progress of the fair to ve what 
is desired by those in charge. 1 

The only place in Atlanta where the 
fair can be held is Piedmont park, and 
those. in charge are anxious that thea nuiat- 
ter be settled at once in order that the 
work may be continued. It is understood 
that a conference between a fair cusmmit- 
tee and the directors of the two companies 
will be held in the course of the next few 
days, and it is thought that some agree- 
ment will be reached at that time. In 
the meantime the work of Secretary Mar- 
tin is delayed and the progress of the fair 
interfered with. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday Sec- 
retary’ Martin said he was anxious for 
the question of the site to be decided at 
once in order that he might give ‘nforma- 
tion concerning the space that is to be 
allotted to exhibits. 

“I receive inquiries every day," sald he, 
“concerning the amount of space which 
certain committees will be able to obtain 
and it is impossible to answer these, since 
I do not know how much space iy to be at 
the disposal of the fair. The fact that this 
has not*jbeen finally decided is causing 
considerable delay. The work has re&ached 
that point where it cannot proceed with- 
out I know something about the amount 
of space. 

“The committee on education and other 
committees are also badly hampered fur 
the lack of knowledge and I am extremely 
anxious that it be settled.”’ 


Chairman Northen Talks. 

Chairman Northen says the committee on 
premiums is badly hampered on account 
of the lack of information concerning the 
amount of space and says it is desirous 
that the executive committee learn as, 
soon as possible about the rental cf the 
ground in order that the work may con- 
tinue. | e 

He said yesterday: 

“IT have been more than gratified to see 
the general interest in the fair manifested 
over the state. 

“I have had long official connection with 
state fairs and I do not recall a time when 
we had such general favor and substan- 
tial help from the press as now. 

“The same spirit seems to have taken 
hold of the people. I have not written a 
letter that did not bring hearty indorse- 
ment of the fair and the earnest lope 
and belief that great good would come 
from the exhibit. 

“I am receiving letters constantly asking 
that the writers be assigned some work 
for their sections, to assist in making the 
fair a success. The striking feature about 
these letters is the -offer of services for 
the good of the state without any expccta- 
tion of money compensation. 

“T am just in receipt of a letter from a 
very intelligent lady urging that we have 
all that is possible in the way of exhibits 
that will encourage and aid industrial 
training for young women, so that they 
may become self-sustaining. 

“This young lady wants to help the com- 
mittee in this special work. So I have 
letters on other lines. This spirit of co- 
operation and generous. offer of service is 
most gratifying. } 

“When we get out our premium list this 
spirit will become even more general, as 
the people will then know upon what 
lines they can work. 

“One great hindrance delaying the pre- 
mium committee is lack of information 
as to cost of grounds’and buildings. Whilst 
it is true that the generous people of this 
city have placed at our disposal more than 
ten thousand dollars, it must be understood 
that we ¢annot make all this avail fur 
premiums, as there are many necessary 
expenses to be incurred before opening the 
gates.

GOVERNOR RESPITES 


TWO MURDERERS 


. 


Perry and Taylor, of Wilkes County, Get 
Another Lease on Life, 


REQUESTED BY THE COURT 


Delay of Execution Brought. About by 
Strong Showing of Attorney. 


BRIEFS ARE ORDERED 10 BE FILED 


Both Were To Have Been Hanged 
on March 24th, but Delay of Thir- 
ty Days Has Been Granted. « - 


Governor Candler granted two respites 
yesterday of thirty days, to the two Wilkes 
county murderers, Fred Perry and William 
Taylor, whe were sentenced to hang March 
Ath, 

The respite, which is -the second one 
granted in the case of the two Wilkes 
county prisoners, was ordered yesterday 
at the special request of the supreme court, 
which desires more time for the considera- 
tion of the case. The Wilkes county case, 
at its present standing, is a peculiar one. 
The two negroes, Berry and Taylor, are 
charged with murdering a convict guard, 
and on that charge they were convicted in 
the superior court before Judge Reese. 

A ‘bill of exceptions was presented in the 
case to Judge Reese, which he refused to 
sign, and the attorneys for the plaintiffs 
in error, in the supreme court, are asking 
for a mandamus compelling the judge of 
the superior court to sign the bill of ex- 
ception. Argument in behalf of Perry and 
Taylor was heard by the supreme court 
the first of tune week, and the case made 
in behalf of their clients by Attorneys Al- 
exander 'W, Stevens and Horace M. Holden 
determined the court to give a further 
hearing to the case. 

Hitherto it has been the practice of the 
court to grant mandamus compelling the 
signing of bills of exceptions only when it 
appeared that there was merit in the bill, 
and the drder which was issued by the 
court yesterday indicates that there may 
be a change in this practice. ) 

The order issued by the court yesterday 
called on the counsel] for the condemned 
men to make further argument, and file 
additional briefs before March ji7th. 

In order to hear the case, therefore, at the 
time set by the court for the filing of addi- 
tional briefs, it was necessary for Gov- 
ernor Candler to order a respite, as the two 
murderers were under sentence to be exe- 
cuted March 2&th. 

The followin order was issued to the 
sheriff of Wilkes county by Governor. Can- 
dler: 

‘March 14, 1899.—Ti ‘tthe Sheriff of 
Wilkes County: Whereas, at the spring 
term, 1899, of the superior court of 
Wilkes county, Fred Perry and Will 
Taylor were convicted of the crime of 
murder and were sentenced therefor to 
ibe hanged on the 2th day of February, | 
1899, and 

Whereas, Petition for mandamus to 
compel the judge of the superior court 
of the said county of Wilkes to certify 
the bill of exceptions in said case was 
filed with’the clerk of the supreme 
court on the 2lst day of February, 1899, 
which petition could not be heard by 
said court at any time before the day 
set for the execution of the said Perry 
and Taylor, because the said court was 
not in session and would not be until 
after the said 2th day of February, 1899, 
the day set for their execution; and 

Whereas,in consequence of these facts, 
respite was granted until the Ath day of 
March, 1899; and 

Whereas, these cases are now pending 
before the supreme court upon said ap- 
plication for mandamus seeking to com- 
pel the judge of the superior court to 
certify the bill of exceptions therein, 
no judgment having been rendered that 
the sentences in said cases be further 
Suspended so as to allow them the time 
needed to consider and pass upon said 
applications, you, the sheriff, are hereby 
commanded to further delay and post- 
pone the execution of said sentences 
until Friday, the 28th day of April, 1899, 
on which day, in the absence of any 
legal order to the contrary, you will do 
execution on the bodies of the said 
Fred Perry and Will Taylor, in accord- 
ance with the judgment of said court 
rendered in said case. Herein fail not,

/MURDERER’S VICTIM 


WAS HIS FATHER 


~@ ‘His Father’s Heart. ~~ 
MURDER IN FULTON COUNTY 


It Occurred Early Yesterday Morning 
and Coroner Holds Inquest. 


MURDERED MAN WAS A GOOD FARM HAND 


Killing of Andy Peacock by Inman 
Peacock—Officers Are Looking 
for the Murderer. 


Yesterday morning about half past 7 
o'clock a cold-blooded murder was com- 
mitted in Fulton county a few miles from 
the city, and the murderer selected as his 
victim his own father. 

Inman Peacock, aged about twenty years, 
serit a bullet through the heart of Andy 
Peacock, his old father, and with no other 
reason than that the old man had remon- 
strated with him for carrying a loaded 
pistol in his pocket. 

Both the parties were farm hands, and 
the elder was considered one of the most 
trustworthy negroes in his section of the 
county. 

Anmdy Peacock worked on the Childers’ 
farm, nine miles south of Atlanta and with- 
in a mile and a half of the camp meeting 
grounds. 

Yesterday morning Inman Peacock took 
his father’s pistol, and after loading it, 
placed it in his pocket. 

His father saw him with the pistol and 
said: 

“My son, don’t carry a pistol It is 
against-the law and will get you into se- 
rious trouble.’’ 

Inman started away from the house and 
his father walked after him. The youth 
ran around the house and entered the 
back door. ; The old man entered the house 
through the front door, and as he was 
walking down the hall the youmger man 
aimed the pistol at him and fired. 

The ball struck the old man in the right 
side and passed through his body and 
his heart, causing instant death. 

Coroner Stamps was notified early yes- 
terday morning of the crime and he went 
At once to the scene. He held an inquest 
over the body of the dead man, and the 
verdict of the jury was murder with a 
recommendation that Inman Peacock be 
apprehended for the crime. ? 
Inman had flied. He was seen running 
away from the house as soon as he had 
killed his father. It was believed he went 
in the direction of Ben Hill. ; 

The coroner had a warrant issued for 
Peacock on the charge of murder. The At- 
lanta police were notified of the murder 
and a description of the murderer given. 

“The killing of father by son,” said Cor- 
oner Stamps last night, ‘““‘was one of the 
most cold-blooded murders I. have been 
called upon to investigate. I don’t believe 
a worse crime was eyér committed in this 
county, and I sincerely hepe that the mur- 
derer will be caught and, punished.”
